27 Health unit plans laid 


The Glades unit of the Palm Beach County Health Department 
could be the beneficiary of some $350,000 over the next three years 
in an effort to handle an ever-increasing flood of patients. 

= Dr. С. L. Brumback, director of the county health departrrent, 
said this week the local facility needs help in view of the fact that 
40,500 patient visits were recorded last year. P 

Brumback said the money won't be used to physically expand 
the facility plant bit interior modifications will be made. 

More important, however, is another provision which will add 
another National Health Corps physician to the staff, in addition 
to Dr. Robert J. Peterson, who now heads’ the Glades branch, 
along with another nurse and two more clerk-typists. 

The county health department is asking for the funds in three 
increments to be spaced over the next three years. The first grant, 
if it is approved, is for $132,881. 
and $150,000 respectively. 

The grants are being asked for from.the U.S. Department of 
Health Education and Welfare and would come under the Migrant 
Health Program's Rural Initiative Project.

Our horticulture industry 
із а. major segment of 
Florida agriculture and it is 
continuing to expand as the 
demand for house and lawn 
plants and shrubs increases 

› as Florida population rises.

But 
a major problem has reared 
its ugly head — plant thefts. 

Growers аге complaining 
to me that they are being 
ripped off by tens of 
thousands of dollars worth

At the impetus of ап 
nurseryman, ап 


} announcement went out last 


week that a nursery theft 
seminar will be held at 
Apopka on the afternoon of 
May 12 and the morning of 


$ May 13. Much of Florida's 


folaige nursery production if 
in the Apopka area. 

The seminar is similar to 
those our department set up 
cooperation with the 
Florida Sheriff's Association 
and the Florida Cattlemen's 
Association on livestock and 
farm equipment theft. It 
will bring together nursery- 
теп, law enforcement, plant 
inspectors and road guard 
personnel from our depart 


ment, а security systems 
spokesman and а state 
attorney. 


FSES has 


These people are expected 
to bring out. ideas and 
suggestions on how to curb 
theft of plants, how to 
improve nursery protection 
against break-ins, how to get 
local police and sheriffs 
deputies to beef up protec- 
tion and how to get more 
action through the courts 
against thieves. 

In. addition, I expect 
discussion on how to set up a 
system of identifying plants 
using some kind of unique 
marking on their containers. 


. Опе of the problems is that 


plants are anonymous, and 
law officers say without 
identification they can not 
make a сазе. 

І am pleased to cooperate 
with the nursery industry 
and to assist in ‘arranging 
the seminar at the Errol 
Estate Country Club. Theft 
is a serious problem 
throughout agriculture. 
Last month, for instance, 49 
cattle, 31 hogs and one horse 
were stolen with a value of 
$12,310. In addition, a horse 
trailer. and a saddle were 
stolen. 

Four persons were arrest- 
ed in March for livestock 
theft and one defendant was 
sentenced to five years in 
prison. The others have not 
been sentenced yet.

The market has been fluctuating uncertainly as 
foreign cane producers, domestic refiners, and 
industrial consumers have been trying to assess the 
implications for sugar marketing policies of the 
recent “participation” sales of offshore raws to 
some U.S. refiners, Another “puzzler” for the trade 
is the extent to which high fructose corn syrup will 
cut into sugar’s use in soft drinks and ice cream 
(two major summer sweetener-bearifig products), 
However, dry weather in European beet producing 
areas, the break-down of sugar talks betwean the 
› European Community and the ACP (African, 
Caribbean and Pacific cane sugar producing 
countries) on the price for sugar to be delivered to 
the United Kingdom from July 1, and renewed 
rumors of impending Russian purchases of sugar in 
the world market, all tend to provide underlying 
support for prices. We think that a combination of 
reduced “effective” supplies of cane sugar at a time 
of seasonally expanding demand should lead to 


| firmer sugar futures prices. 

4 sharp price decline followed the release of the 
April USDA Florida orange estimate, which 
increased the box count to 180.3 million (including 
Temples) from 177.5 million boxes the previous 
month. The early and midseason fruit figure was

belt. Also, larger fertilizer supplies and Жўуег prices 
this year are expected to bring hea fertilizer 


application. Mild weather this past winter reduced 
natural gas requirements and allowed ammonia 
manufacturers to increase their output of nitrogen 
fertilizer. Prices of nitrogen feritlizer in the midwest 
are reported to be about one-third lower this spring 
than a year ago. The corn - nitrogen price ratio (Ibs, 
of nitrogen equivalent in value to one bushel of 
corn) is 22 this spring, up sharply from 16 in 1975 
and about the same as two years ago. This 
consideration along with prospects for larger corn 
acreage, favored by the highest corn - soybean price 
‘ratio in any of the past 10 years, are major factors 
favoring another big corn crop. 

Rumors persist of additional sales of U.S. grain 
to Russia although no sales to USSR were reported 
this past week. U.S, commitments of corn to the 
USSR for 1975/76 delivery totaled 368 million 
bushels as of April 6. Of this quantity, 256 million 
has already been shipped; outstanding sgles inclade 4 
34 million from U.S. supplies and abadi 78 million 
from optional sources. Weekly inspectidns of corn 
for export jumped sharply to 38.9 million bushels 
for the week ended April 9, bringing the total so far 
this season to 899 million bushels, 240 million more 
than in the same period last year. While U.S. corn 
will meet with increased competition from 
Argentina, Brazil, and South Africa during the next | 
few months, it now appears as though the USDA 
export forecast of 1.5 to 1.6 billion bushels for the 
1975/76 season can be easily attained. 

We expect prices to remain within a narrow 
trading range. 


Soybeans 

The April 15 planting intentions report, issued 
today, after we went to press, was generally 
expected to show that farmers intend to plant fewer 
acres to soybeans this year than the 7% reduction | 
from last year's acreage (to 50.9 million acres) | 
suggested in the January USDA prospective 
planting report. Whether or not actual plantings 
will be in line with the April, 15 USDA estimate 
should depend, in part, on weather developments. 
Soybeans can be planted later than corn (with which | 
they compete for acreage). It is said that, as a 
general rule, corn yields (in the main corn belt) are 
reduced about one bushel per day for each day after 
May 10 that the crop is planted. If corn planting is ) 
delayed by adverse weather much beyond normal 
planting dates, more soybeans would probably be 
planted than now expected.
